G.S.R. 119(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 66 of the Indian Veterinary Council Act, 1984 (52 of 
1984), the Veterinary Council of India, with 
the previous approval of the Central Government, hereby 
makes the following regulations, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement:—(1) These regulations 
may be called the Veterinary Council of India (Registra¬ 
tion) Regulations, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. Definition:—(1) In these regulations, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Indian Veterinary Council Act, 
1984 (52 of 1984). 

(b) ‘Form’ means a form appended to these regula¬ 
tions; 

(c) “Recognised Veterinary College’ means a Veteri¬ 
nary College affiliated to a University and recog¬ 
nised by Veterinary Council of India. 

(2) Words and expressions used in these regulations and 
not separately defined above shall have the same meaning 
as in the Act, 

3. Register:—The Register shall be maintained in such 
form specified in the Appendix annexed to these regulations. 

4. Direct Registration in the Register.—(1) Any registered 
practitioner desirous of having his|her name entered in the 
Register under Section 24 of the Act, may apply to the 
Secretary in Form ‘A’. The Secretary shall before entering 
such practitioner’s name in the Register, verify the antecedents 
of such practitioner and satisfy himself that the person con¬ 
cerned possesses a recognised veterinary qualification; 

(2) Every application in Form ‘A’ shall be accompanied 

by:— 

(a) the documents specified in sub-paragraphs (a) and 

(b) of second para of Form ‘A’. 

(b) a fee of Rs. 15 (Rupees fifteen only) by a crossed 
postal order or bant draft in the name of Veterinary 
Council of India, New Delhi. 

(c) service charge of Rs. 100 (Rupees one hundred only) 
by a crossed postal order or bank draft in the name 
of Veterinary Council of India, New Delhi, towards 
service charges, the cost of certificate etc. 

(d) a recent passport size photograph of the applicant 
duly attested by a Gazetted Officer or the Principal 
of a recognised Veterinary College or a Member of 
the Legislative Assembly of the State within whose 
jurisdiction the applicant resides or a Member of 
Parliament. 

5. Registration of Additional Qualification.—(1) Any re¬

Veterinary Council of India, decide, call upon all registered 
practitioners to apply to the Secretary without payment of any 
fee and within tnc specified period, for continuation of their 
names in the Register. 

(2) The Secretary by general notice under sub-clause (1) 
may send individual notices in Form ‘B’ under certificate of
